The Four Big Months 

T HE four months following the date of 
this issue of the Publisher’s Weekly 
are vitally important to the business year 
of 1921 as one of the most significant seasons 
in the history of American book distribution. 
In spite of general business conditions, the 
book-trade has been in a healthy state, and 
one must infer that the co-operative spirit in 
the air and the promotion work carried on 
jointly has had a great deal to do with it. 

The bookstore manager who is able to see 
figures from other retail departments knows 
that his business for these eight months has 
been exceptional as trade conditions have gone; 
and a large proportion report that business has 
been ahead of last-year. The publishing world 
and the publishers, altho stock orders have 
fallen off ever since last October, realize that 
the retailers have been wise in ordering from 
hand to mouth, and that they are now coming 
to the active fall season with retail stocks 
trimmed down to fighting condition. The two 
groups, working together for a still greater 
increase in public interest in books, look for¬ 
ward to these four months with real anticipa¬ 
tion. '‘Nineteen twenty-one,” as one newspaper 
announced at the beginning of the year, “is 
to go to the fighters,” and the book-trade is 
apparently not going -to lack in energy and 
initiative during this crucial period. 

The Publisher’s Weekly, which is proudly 
printing on its cover that it is now in its 
one hundredth volume, is glad to feel that it 
was never in better shape to serve the trade 
as an organ connecting the publishing and 
retail end of the book business and connecting 
both with the outside public, which is more 
interested in the book business than in most 
others. Every ounce of initiative and imagi¬ 
nation that this organization can command 
will be put to the common task of making these 
four months really epoch-marking in book- 
trade history. 


Traveling Expenses 

O NE of the heavy expenses of a publish¬ 
ing business, which has not so far been 
reduced with the lowering cost in many 
directions, is the cost of a traveler’s expenses 
m gathering orders. Railroad rates are at a 
high figure, compared to previous years, and 
altho an organized effort in the interests of 
increasing business activity has been made to 
obtain 5000 mile mileage books at a lower 
price than at present, this has not as yet borne 
fruit. 1 

The other chief item, the hotel bills, is 
still out of all proportion to what it seems 
such cost should be. Food products have 
gone down over 50 %; fuel and lighting, 30 %; 
furnishings such as hotels would use, 26 %, 
according to the Government’s figures. Hotel 
rates seem, however, to stay the same. Some 
form of organized protest might well be 
launched in the direction of hotels, as a de¬ 
crease at this point would be a real aid to 
business conditions. 

American Valuation 

HE argument for the need of an Ameri¬ 
can valuation clause in our tariff is usually 
backed with a reference to the great de¬ 
preciation of foreign currency as reckoned in 
dollars, and the deduction is made that without 
this clause it would be impossible to set any 
percentage of duty that would give protection 
today and yet would not be prohibitive when 
the exchange came nearer to par. 

This line of argument, however, would more 
directly point to a plan of translating foreign 
invoices into American dollars at an equitable 
basis than of setting up a system of American 
valuation which may have nothing at all to do 
with the state of exchange. An Italian prayer 
book, let us say, cannot be set up in this coun¬ 
try at a price comparable to the cost of doing 
so where compositors are more experienced in 
this type and where plates already exist, and 
American valuation would simply set up an 
artificial cost. 

The important thing to be noted with regard 
to exchange in these European countries is that 
the purchasing power of their currency has 
fallen in about the same ratio as the quoted 
rates of exchange. In this connection charts 
issued by the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York are particularly illuminating. While 
French exchange shows about 60 % deprecia- 
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tion, the purchasing power of French currency, 
owing to France’s greater strain in war 
finance, is at about 56% depreciation. Italian 
exchange is at a 77% depreciation, while at 
the same time the purchasing power of Italian 
money is at about 70% depreciation. These 
facts show that admission of merchandise with¬ 
out a system of raising rates by American valua¬ 
tion is not as dangerous as would be pointed 
out by the ardent high protectionist. 

Free and Open Competition 

T HE recent news from Washington that 
the Federal Trade Commission had issued 
formal complaint against a combination 
in the motion picture industry of the Fa¬ 
mous Players Lasky Corporation gives point 
to the comparison that might be made between 
the film field and the book field, from the point 
of view of the writers. It is interesting to 
imagine what the public comment would be if 
any one publisher or book distributing system 
took as complete a hold on the business of 
books as this one firm is claimed to have taken 
on the distribution of films. 

The complaint points out that the Famous 
Players Lasky corporation now owns more 
than 400 theaters and distributes more than 
3000 films a week, receiving thru its subsidiary 
companies 67c. of every $1 paid in the motion 
picture theaters of this country, that by the 
completeness of its absorption of the means 
of display it prevents individual producers 
from any reasonable opportunity to get their 
films to the public, thereby putting restriction 
on production and on new enterprise. 

If these figures of the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission given are accurate, authors of scenarios 
and new producers may well feel that their 
chances of earning a livelihood from their work 
are extremely restricted. Writers of books 
sometimes think they see a conspiracy to pre¬ 
vent them from getting their books to the pub¬ 
lic, but certainly by comparison to the film 
situation any such criticism fails to have point. 
Among the general publishers, there is no dom¬ 
ination by any house and no grouping of 
houses to control the character of the output 
or the amount of the output. In fact, all houses 
are in the keenest competition not only to ob¬ 
tain for their lists authors of repute but to dis¬ 
cover the new author and be the first to recog¬ 
nize new talent. If an author, having tried the 
competing publishers, has not been able to find 


one who is ready to take his book, he can find 
a safety valve for his feelings by printing the 
book at his own expense, and thus at a com¬ 
parably small cost, compared to film produc¬ 
tion, prove whether he is correct in his esti¬ 
mate of his own book. 

In the field of distribution, there is not the 
slightest sign of combination or restraint of 
opportunity. While, according to this charge, 
a new film, unless it were in the combination, 
might fail of a reasonable chance to get a 
showing in even so large a city as Philadelphia, 
a new book has its own chance to get display 
with each individual bookstore manager, and 
as each buyer follows his own taste and ideas 
no book of reasonable merit need fail of some 
chance of display or promotion. 

It may be that book production is too small 
a business to tempt the master minds of com¬ 
bination, but at least those in it are happy in 
the present state of individual methods, and, 
as outlets increase, these outlets will not be 
under one dominating system, but will develop 
individually and freely to fit various needs and 
supply various types of outlets. The book- 
trade envies the film producers their enormous 
audience, but does not envy that industry its 
over-organization and repression of individu¬ 
ality.

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Ferment and Fact 

By Alfred Harcourt 

President Harcoiurt, Brace and Company 


[Second of four papers on “To-day’s Tendencies 
in Book Publishing” read at the Annual Convention 
of the American Library Association at Swampscott, 
June 25. The first paper by Glenn Frank appeared 
in the August 13 number.] 

R OBERT HERRICK says that very few 
men originate anything, even ideas. Many 
of us feel that we are in a new era, and it 
is interesting to look a little for the background 
of the so-called new ideas of these times. 

When the war let drop the curtain of 
propaganda, passion and self-interest upon the 
free and natural interchange o<f all sorts oi 
things between nations, it cut off to a surpris¬ 
ing degree the international exchange of that 
full and free record of the human spirit which 
is literature. Europe had reaped the benefit 
of such pathfinders as Zola, Ibsen and Tolstoi, 
and the realistic followers of these opponents 
of sentimentalism. In England, Cannan, Wal¬ 
pole, Bennett and Hardy; in America, Norris* 
Herrick and a few others represented this 
realistic tendency. Literature was increasingly 
international. Tagore, Conrad, Rolland and 
Nexo found many, in some cases most, of their 
readers in America. Side by side with their 
readers, and outnumbering them, was our large 
public for that sentimental printed matter 
from “The Blue Bird” to “Pollyanna” which 
depicted folks pulling themselves' out of more 
or less impossible situations by their own boot 
straps. Somewhere between these groups were 
Kipling, Tennyson and the Victorians of both 
England and America, persisting beyond their 
time to the audience that lagged behind its new 
spokesmen. Despite the tendency for nations 
to split up into jealous and suspicious com¬ 
munities as soon as the necessities of the war 
co-operation or the bitterest enmities of war¬ 
fare were removed, the aftermath of the war 
finds us all in need of each other too much 
economically and spiritually for literature not 
to be more broadly international than ever be¬ 
fore. The American public seems to have 
caught up with its realistic spokesmen, and you 
find the public clamoring at your loan desks 
for books which they would have sniffed at or 
called too highbrow before the war. Our 
writers are drinking fully and deeply now from 
the continental stream which had its source 
in Ibsen, Tolstoi and Zola, and our large public 
has become interested in the full and frank look 
at our civilization which these writers are tak¬ 
ing. A multitude of pre-war books and pre¬ 
war authors have aged a generation within 
seven years. 

In passing, it is noticeable bow far afield 
authors are going for their material. A large 
public has followed Hudson to the Pampas, 
Beebe to the jungle and O’Brien to the South 
Seas. Perhaps, as Christopher Morley suggests, 
the South Sea Islanders will retaliate by read¬ 


ing the current brand of flapper stories in some 
of our magazines. We wonder what Freud 
would say to that. To quote Morley again, “It 
is always the tobacco in the other fellow’s pipe 
which smells most sweet.” 

The attention paid to European matters in the 
press since the war as compared with pre-war 
times is some indication of the unparalleled 
interest in Europe on the part of our public. 
Isn’t it fair to assume that in the more culti¬ 
vated audience which reads books this interest 
is even more intense? We shall have many 
readers for the new books of Europe that really 
give us an insight into the material and spiritual 
conditions and tendencies, provided the transla¬ 
tions are well enough done to carry over the 
living power of the originals. 

The Law of Acceleration 

Of course neither a publisher nor a librar¬ 
ian should take these ferments and tendencies 
too seriously. The tastes and interests of all 
of our readers haven’t changed over night. 
The next best seller may easily be a tale of 
purely romantic interest. But the new ten¬ 
dencies are clearly apparent, they are natural 
and helpful, and we should recognize them and 
welcome them when they are honestly and ably 
reflected. One of the old papyruses consists of 
a lament for the passing of the good old days 
and a protest against the crazes of the then 
young radicals. We might as well recognize 
that the world has been stirred and is moving 
rapidly, and that all this will be reflected in the 
literature of this new era. Read the chapter on 
the law of acceleration in “The Education of 
Henry Adams” and then look over the new 
book catalogs and you will have an interesting 
and somewhat staggering estimate of the alert¬ 
ness and wisdom required to guess what our 
generation will be reading about most eagerly. 

On topics such as the social sciences and 
economics, there is wide-spread intellectual 
ferment and questioning. Multitudes all over 
the world feel that somehow the industrial and 
economic order is not in harmony with the 
moral order, that somehow our nineteenth cen¬ 
tury civilization built up in every nation two 
separate nations—the exploiters and the ex¬ 
ploited. And things have so developed that 
there is an almost wider gulf between the dif¬ 
ferent classes in one country than there is be¬ 
tween the same classes in different countries. 
Happily our wealth of resources, our gradual 
development of almost free land retarded this 
cleavage in this country. Lloyd George recog¬ 
nized that the growth of this generation of 
English laborers had been stunted by the terri¬ 
ble industrial conditions of the British industrial 
town when he blurted out once during the war 
that England could not be a Class A nation with 
Class C material to build on. To watch and 
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record the readjustment that will correct these 
conditions will be the task of some of our great¬ 
est authors and the theme of some of our 
great books during the next twenty years. 
There will be a fresh and searching evaluation 
of what such words as democracy, public opin¬ 
ion, efficiency and the general lingo of our in¬ 
dustrial, economic and social life really mean 
to civilization. Here the authors of books have 
a peculiarly important task. The public, or at 
least that part of the public which needs light 
and leaders most is distrustful of the opinions 
and even the facts in most of the press. If you 
will, however, you may view these questions per¬ 
sonally. Recalling how much you value the facts 
and opinions expressed in the journals and 
newspapers which reflect the views of those to 
whom you are opposed, you will, unless you are 
extraordinarily fair minded, get a notion of 
how the other fellow feels alxrnt your favorite 
newspaper or journal of opinion. But both 
sides expect to find a higher order of factual 
value, a more dispassionate search for truth 
and opinions carrying more weight and entitled 
to more respect when these facts and opinions 
are printed on paper which is bound in cloth 
covers, and is offered for sale by publishers who 
value their imprint or is placed where it may 
be freely loaned to the public. 

A New Wealth of Material 

There is a host of new facts to be dealt 
with by the authors of books on these sub¬ 
jects. Such organizations as the Bureau of 
Economic Research are collecting and order¬ 
ing them on a scale never before dreamt of. 
A noted professor of economics told me re¬ 
cently that ordinary computations were the 
accomplishment of so few until comparatively 
recent times that early statistics were full of 
errors and deplorably fragmentary. The add¬ 
ing machine which also multiplies and 
divides, the use of index numbers, the ability 
to secure accurate results from the work of 
many assistants place the students of econom¬ 
ics and the social sciences generally in a posi¬ 
tion of new found power. Why! this fall for 
the first time there will be published the re¬ 
sult of a study of the income of the United 
States, what it is and where it comes from, 
that will have some really reliable reference 
to the facts. A skilled group of economists, 
bankers and industrial leaders have been 
working on the problem of the size of this 
income. Two sets of investigators worked 
quite independently, but the results of their 
calculation of so vast a subject were only five 
per cent apart and later corrections will be 
much closer to the facts than any previous 
estimate or guess. What does this mean to 
the author or the teacher in these realms of 
knowledge? Surely that he must keep the 
rigorous logical methods of the older econo¬ 
mists, but just as surely that he must face the 
new facts and follow where they lead. His¬ 
tory, too, will reflect the new interest in the 
facts, in industry, in social and in economic 
life. Historians will not be so exclusively 
concerned with politics, diplomacy and mili¬ 


tary matters. The social, industrial and 
economic background of governmental and 
national policies will receive new emphasis 
on the part of writers and new and closet 
attention from readers. 

It seems to many of us that the problem of 
the distribution of books in this country is 
far from a satisfactory solution. We have 
a large and eager public, it hears of books 
and it is in the mood to read them, but the 
vaunted method of our soap and music roll man¬ 
ufacturers—of combining a display of their 
wares which synchronizes with the desire that 
is created to buy—this is sadly wanting in book 
distribution. Occasionally a book penetrates to 
a large market, and gets beyond the counters 
of the bookstores to those of the drug stores, 
the notion stores, the sporting goods stores and 
all the other places where you all see the few 
best selling novels. But the books of informa¬ 
tion, of fact and opinion are for sale in not 
over a few hundred places all together. When 
Geoffrey Williams, of Williams and Norgate 
was planning to launch the first ten volumes of 
the Home University Library in England, he 
told me that he would send his representative to 
every town of at least 1,000 population in Eng¬ 
land, and that he would have at least one and 
often several initial stock orders from each 
town. This meant that as the reviews appeared, 
in papers and journals which reached on the 
day of publication the entire strata of the Brit¬ 
ish public to which the library appealed, the 
books would be displayed where the population 
generally would see them and the initial sale 
would start with a rush. When Sir Ernest 
Hodder Williams was here last autumn, he 
spent a week end at Atlantic City. He visited 
the two book stores on the boardwalk, and saw 
the paltry display of reprints and best sellers 
at the railroad station. When he returned to 
New York, he asked a publisher friend what 
his total Atlantic City business had been the 
year before. When he heard the figure, he 
said that he sold more books in one month in 
Brighton, the English coast resort, about one- 
fourth the size of Atlantic City, than this large 
American publisher sold in Atlantic City in a 
year. As yet we have nothing in this country 
to compare with the chain store distributing 
agencies of the continent. W. H. Smith and 
Sons of London run 250 book stores, many of 
which do over $100,000 business a year. In ad¬ 
dition they have 750 main bookstalls with a 
special manager and sometimes several assist¬ 
ants in constant attendance, and besides these, 
over 1,000 sub-stalls with part time attendants 
during the busy hours of the day. 

New Bookshops Appearing 

There are encouraging signs already, the 
bookstores and book departments which have 
been started and run successfully by women, 
some of whom have come from the library 
field, the clear evidence that good bookstores 
make a decent living and a little more for those 
who run them, the increase in the number of 
stores of all sorts that carry and sell books— 
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were not so, how would some books sell the 
way they do despite our rusty and inadequate 
machine for distributing them? 

Now no one ought to be at all cocksure about 
such intangible and as yet faintly perceived 
tendencies and implications as those I have at¬ 
tempted to outline, least of all a publisher, 
who is expected to give a sympathetic hearing 
to jacks of all trades and a shrewd and sympa¬ 
thetic distribution to the ideas and words of 
the masters of some, whose judgment is the 
best he has bu-t whose experience only too often 
shows how wrong his best judgments can be. 
But it does seem as if the choice and distribu¬ 
tion of the books to be read during the next 
generation in this country promised to be as 
fascinating a task as one could imagine. It is 
certainly a task about which neither librarians 
nor publishers can be complacently satisfied 
with what they are now doing. 

The New “Bible House” 

O NE of the most interesting events which 
have taken place in the book-world this 
summer was the moving of the New York 
Bible Society from its home of fifty-odd 
years in the Bible House to its new building 
at 8 East 48th Street. This Gothic structure, 
dignified and imposing, the gift of the Estate 
of James Talcott, was designed by Wilfred 
E. Anthony. Nothing is lacking in equipment 
to make this a real center for religious work 
in New York. Besides the large salesroom, 
there is an auditorium which will accommodate 
at least two hundred persons, spacious com¬ 
mittee rooms, which adjoin a dining-room 
and kitchen, and a section given over to 
hospital flower service, with devices in which 
flowers may be kept fresh. 

All of these rooms are open free for the use 
of religious groups, of whatever race or 
tongue. The bronze tablet in the main hall 
reads: 

“In recognition of the active interest which 
Mr. James Talcott has always taken in the 
distribution of the Scriptures, this building is 
given to the New York Bible Society.” 

The dedication ceremonies were very im¬ 
pressive, clergymen of various denominations 
taking an active part. 


Using Fifteen Minutes a Day 

A proprietor of a New York hotel has in¬ 
troduced a reading table to the area occupied 
by the telephone booths, so that those who get 
impatient can sit and read. It can easily be 
imagined that “the fifteen minutes a day” 
which will enable a person to know all the 
classics might be readily provided if all tele¬ 
phone booths had the proper row of books at 
hand.

and best of all the common knowledge of pub¬ 
lishers that the best book towns are those with 
the most stores that carry books. Competition 
makes the business thrive. That habit of read¬ 
ing and owning books grows by what it feeds 
on. In general, the one store in a one-store 
town is not as good as the second-best store in 
a three bookstore town of the same size. 

But securing more places for the sale of 
books is the great book distribution problem in 
this country. We have the generation just 
coming of age that has been nurtured on the 
school and the public library; they would con¬ 
tinue to have books in their homes if they were 
easy to buy. Personally, I wish every library 
would sell as well as loan books and I believe 
that the more they sold the more they would 
loan, and the more they loaned, the more they 
would sell. Books are that sort of thing. Who 
can ‘help proselyting for a good book? If it 
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Canada Starts Fall Book-trade Campaigns 


A N enthusiastic and representative meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian book-trade was -held 
on Friday, August 26th, at Toronto, un¬ 
der the auspices of the Publishers’ Section of 
the Toronto Board of Trade, of which John 
McClelland of McClelland & Stewart is chair¬ 
man. The meeting agreed to begin at once 
on a country-wide promotion of bookselling, 
the two main objectives being Children’s Book 
Week and Canadian Authors’ Book Week, 
Children’s Book Week following the plan in 
the United States to begin on November 13th 
and Canadian Authors’ Week on November 
20th. 

This latter plan was first proposed at a 
trade meeting of Canadian Publishers last 
March, and the suggestion came from John 
Murray Gibbon, President of the newly organ¬ 
ized and energetic Canadian Authors’ Associa¬ 
tion, which has already several hundred mem¬ 
bers and branches in all the leading Canadian 
cities. Mr. Gibbon pointed out at that time 
the increase in good Canadian writing and the 
high standard of recognized Canadian authors 
of the past. He believed that different com¬ 
munities would be readily interested to lay 
special stress on some week selected for the 
purpose and this would increase book sales and 
give encouragement to new authors. He be¬ 
lieved that such a celebration might well come 
about a month before Christmas, as so many 


people, having these books brought to their 
attention, would find them not only suitable 
gifts for friends nearby, but especially appro¬ 
priate as gifts to send to friends overseas. 
Mr. Gibbon, who is head of the publicity work 
of the great Canadian Pacific system, was able 
to give his suggestion a practical turn, and the 
trade has taken hold of the idea with a will. 

The Committee, to carry the details forward, 
will hold weekly meetings from now into No¬ 
vember, this Committee consisting of John Mc¬ 
Clelland, chairman; Findlay I. Weaver, execu¬ 
tive secretary, and the other members, S. B. 
Gundy, George J. McLeod, F. F. Appleton, 
Thomas Allen and S. B. Watson. Mr. Weaver 
is also secretary of the recently organized 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Association of 
Canada, and as such can keep both publishers 
and retailers in close contact with what is 
planned.. 

Children’s Book Week has been observed in 
Canada for the past two years, but this year 
will be much more effectively handled owing 
to the completeness of the organization. Fred¬ 
eric G. Melcher, who was present by the invi¬ 
tation of the Canadian organization at the 
March meeting, when the plan was first 
broached, has promised the full co-operation 
of the American Children’s Book Week Com¬ 
mittee in supplying details of methods and 
material that proved successful in this country.

English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

J OHN O’LONDON, the English correspond¬ 
ent of the New York Times, quotes from 
the London Evening Standard particulars of 
the forthcoming “Vailima,” and “definitive,” 
edition of Robert Louis Stevenson’s works. 
There are to be from twenty-six to thirty 
volumes, and the price will be 40 guineas the 
set, that is about $210. Heinemann is the pub¬ 
lisher. The rush for these thousand sets is 
reported to be feverish; indeed, one applicant 
has calmly applied for the lot! That Steven¬ 
son, like the Pharaohs, will be “sold for 
balsams” seems clear. The writer says: “The 
rise will be immediate, and very soon it will 
be heavy. For the set that I trust will be 
alloted to me I have already been offered 60 
guineas, and I know that the would-be pur¬ 
chaser, having failed with me, is making simi¬ 
lar offers to other people who may acquire 
sets. The speculators are not working in the 
dark They know that the Edinburg Edition, 
published originally at £20, now fetches from 
£go to £100, and that the Swanston Edition, 
of which the first cost was £7 10s, is quoted 
today at £30.” 

A traveling bookshop movement is develop¬ 
ing in England, the same correspondent reports. 
In the Nineteenth Century and After, E. S. 
Haldane describes the efforts being made by the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust. A one-ton 
'Ford chassis has been mounted with movable 
bookcases, and it is now being driven by the 
librarian. About a thousand volumes are car¬ 
ried, half suited for adults and half for chil¬ 
dren. Mr. Haldane gives interesting and sur¬ 
prising particulars of the books that are in 
demand, and that are therefore carried. “Ein¬ 
stein is in great demand, all sorts of books in 
economics, isolated books, such as for a young 
man going to Peru, many on the Colonies and 
Dominions, plenty of books for people getting 
up papers for literary societies, and so on.” 
A traveling educative cinema is also being dis¬ 
cussed, and other variations are contemplated. 
It is but another sign of the immense intellec¬ 


tual awakening that began in our midst after 
the war. 

In spite of the hot days—and it has been and 
is hot—and in spite of the drought, not for¬ 
getting the recent coal strike, and bearing in 
mind the Irish troubles (soon to be over, we 
hope), and even remembering what “Simon 
Pure” writes in the July Bookman —and he 
could have called upon the vacation and other 
things to support him—books are selling. And 
good books, too. Travelers are going out again, 
and, altho people are getting away to the sea¬ 
shore and to the hills and lakes (of course, buy¬ 
ing the cheap reprint in hundreds of thous¬ 
ands), the “legitimate” book-trade is a long 
way from the rock bottom of pessimism. 1 
have in front of me as I write a medium which 
is a wonderful spy glass of current literature. 
I refer to “Books of the Day,” published by 
Hatchard’s. Mind, this in July. And what do 
I find in this issue? 24 pages of text; 11 pages 
of advertisements; 45 general books, 52 novels, 
and 16 American books (fiction and non-fic¬ 
tion) recently published referred to either in 
text or advertisement; 17 pages of text about 
current books, or of a literary character; while 
5 of the American books were included among 
the popular items—all this in spite of all the 
difficulties the publishers and the booksellers 
are having to face today, not forgetting the last 
increase in the cost of mailing charges. Na¬ 
turally, the standard is higher for a ms. today 
than in 1914. and a good thing, too; but I en¬ 
tirely repudiate the gloom of some of our 
writers. The better thing is getting a chance. 
It is now practicable to give the necessary 
amount of concentration to the selling of a 
few good books, whereas we had to spread that 
energy a few years since over too many books. 
It is beside the mark to say books are to dear. 
We get tired of arguing about it. Books were 
never too dear and have never been advanced 
in price in the same ratio as other things. Some 
day the public will realize how cheaply they 
get their books. What would happen to the 
world if publishers and booksellers and authors 
were on strike? What a howl would go up! 
But we get irritated beyond endurance when we 
hear about profiteering in our businesses. If 
there is any walk in life where it is less known 
than in the haunts of publishing and book sell¬ 
ing, let him who knows stand forth and say so 
or forever after hold his peace. There is a 
good time coming for literature, and it’s worth 
fighting for only we’ve got to gird up our loins, 
and no slacking. 

Mr. Knopf, in a recent interview in the New 
York Evening Post, says that American suc¬ 
cesses, such as “Main Street,” dim almost to 
insignificance in comparison with the vogue 
for Rabindranath Tagore in Germany. As Mr. 
Knopf says, Tagore is “terrifically popular.” 

“What book do you recommend to an ad¬ 
mirer of ‘Main Street’ ?” asked an inquirer in 
a bookstore the other day.

Interviewing Knut Hamsun 

T HE story runs in Norway that Knut Ham¬ 
sun is one of the most difficult men in the 
world to see, and that he has not been 
interviewed within the memory of man. He is 
too nervous to meet people, he says, and lives 
in isolation on his farm near Grimstad, Nor¬ 
way, where he raises stock and writes books. 
Mr. Knopf, who has recently returned from 
Europe, said, in an interview for the New York 
livening Post , that he had planned to visit 
Hamsun while he was in Norway. But Ham¬ 
sun sent word that his nerves simply wouldn't 
stand the ordeal. 'It upset him to an incon¬ 
ceivable degree to meet anyone, anyone at all. 
It couldn’t be done. 

The September number of the Canadian 
Bookman , in an article, “Knut Hamsun and 
the Slowness of Fame,” gives much the same 
impression of Hamsun. It says that when the 
Nobel Prize was announced the most trusted 
reporters were sent to interview the great au¬ 
thor, but he declined to be interviewed. The 
critics were somewhat offended by the rebuff, 
and Scandinavian papers have since been rather 
distant in their attitude toward him. 

‘‘When Hamsun’s latest book, ‘The Women 
at the Water Pump/ appeared just before 
Christmas, 1920, the critics apparently waxed 
as critical as they dared without committing 
themselves. 

“One of the more ‘literary’ dailies of Chris¬ 
tiania had an amusingly short review in which 
the critic dwelt upon the fact that the title was 
strange and the book was very long—558 
pages—and in two volumes. Hamsun, said the 
critic, had been quite a long time writing this 
book. It was an odd, startling book. Quite a 
remarkable opus. And then he went on to 
quote the price of the novel.”

Herman Melville’s three books. “Typee,” 
“Omoo” and “Moby Dick,” long included in 
the Everyman Library, but out of print during 
the war, are now again available in that ser¬ 
ies issued by Dutton. 

“Hail Columbia!”, W. L. George’s most 
recent book, which was published in this coun¬ 
try in June by Harpers, appeared -in London 
in August. Mr. George writes that he is plan¬ 
ning another visit to America this winter. 

“Mrs. Farrell,” the hitherto unpublished 
novel by William Dean Howells which Har¬ 
per brought out September 1st, contains an 
introduction by the author’s daughter, 
Mildred Howells, which throws many in¬ 
teresting sidelights on life at the period when 
the story was written and gives some pleasing 
glimpses of Mr. Howells himself as she re¬ 
members him.

An Important Program 

A T the recent meeting of the National 
Educational Association in Des Moines, 
Iowa, the following program was adopted, 
a program of the greatest importance from the 
point of view of educators, librarians and book¬ 
sellers. The plan was largely worked out by 
a committee of which Dr. J. I. Wyer, director 
of New York State Library, was chairman. 
The program is as follows: 

1. All pupils in both elementary and second¬ 
ary schools should have ready access to books 
to the end that they may be trained: 

(a) to love to read that which is worth while, 

(b) to supplement their school studies by 
the use of books other than textbooks. 

(c) to use reference books easily and ef¬ 
fectively. 

(d) to use intelligently both the school li¬ 
brary and the public library. 

2. Every secondary school should have a 
trained librarian, and every elementary school 
should have trained library service. 

3. Trained librarians should have the 
same status as teachers or heads of departments 
of equal training and experience. 

4. Every school that provides training for 
teachers should require a course in the use of 
books and libraries, and a course on the best 
literature for children. 

5. Every state should provide for the super¬ 
vision of school libraries and for the certifica¬ 
tion of school librarians. 

6. The public library should be recognized 
as a necessary part of public instruction, and 
should be as liberally supported by tax as are 
the public schools, and for the same reasons. 

7. The school system that does not make 
liberal provision for training in the use of li¬ 
braries, fails to do its full duty in the way of 
revealing to all future citizens the opportunity 
to know and to use the resources of the public 
library as a means of education. 
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Canadian Copyright and Berne 

F ROM the time of its passage there has 
been continued criticism of the new Cana¬ 
dian Copyright Act to the effect that it would 
prevent Canada from remaining in the Berne 
Convention of Nations, The opposition in 
the Canadian Parliament has voiced that be¬ 
lief as has the English Society of Authors. A 
oable from London, dated August 31st, tells 
of an interview granted by Right Honorable 
C. J. Doherty, Canadian Minister of Justice, 
who stopped in London on his way to Geneva, 
to the English Society of Authors, who de¬ 
sired to state their objection to some of the 
terms of the Canadian Copyright Act. 

The Society’s representatives stated that 
they believed that the Act put Canada out¬ 
side the limits of the Berne Convention, that 
its terms were vague, leaving too much to 
the discretion of any possibly uninterested 
minister inexpert in the technicalities of the 
marketing of literature, and that the author 
suffers by losing the power of giving a pub¬ 
lisher an exclusive contract. 

Mr. Doherty, being interviewed after the 
meeting by a Canadian correspondent, said 
that he believed that the views taken by the 
English authors were exaggerated and he be¬ 
lieved it would be found that the provisions 
of the Act would comply with the Berne Con¬ 
vention.

Swiss Authors in Need 

T HE 'Swiss Government has decided to allo¬ 
cate 100,000 gold francs, taken from the 
general unemployment fund, for assistance to 
necessitous Swiss intellectual workers, mainly 
authors, literary and scientific. 

As most of the authors publish their works 
in Germany and are paid in marks, their 
means are exceedingly reduced. Before the 
war when a Swiss author received 1,000 marks 
royalty this meant 1,200 francs, whereas now 
it means only seventy. Some Swiss authors 
have not been able to buy a new suit since 
1914 and have often had to sell household 
goods for food. 

Statistics show that in 1920 Swiss literary 
production was the smallest for several years. 


London Printing Scales 

DISPATCH from London of last week 
indicated that the Printing Unions had 
refused to accept the reduction of 10 shillings 
per week which had been offered by the Em¬ 
ploying Printers. The records for London 
printing scales during the war period show 
that since 1914 the increases in London have 
been about 55 shillings per week for men 
and 32 shillings for women. This is about 
half the increases that came to the American 
printers during the same period. 

History Prizes 

A NATIONAL history contest has been 
announced by the Knights of Columbus 
with $7,500 in cash prizes. It is stated that 
the contest is part of a campaign to promote 
the study of American history and to elim¬ 
inate “propaganda of foreign countries from 
American history text-books.” The first prize 
in the contest is $2,500 open to professors of 
history, and five other prizes of $1,000 each 
are offered to school superintendents, school 
teachers, students and the general public. 

Paper Production 

I N the government figures on unemployment 
showing conditions of June 1921 as com¬ 
pared with June 1920, the Paper Making In¬ 
dustries have a 34.6 per cent decrease in work¬ 
ers and a 47.7 per cent decrease in payroll. In 
spite of decreased production there is plenty 
of paper in the market and the prices on both 
newsprint and book papers are showing no 
weakness. 

Mr. Holt Blames Unions 

N a letter published in the New York Times , 
Henry Holt lays at the doors of the unions 
the blame for present unemployment. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There must be a good many people who, like 
myself, are unable to see any mystery in the 
present prevalence of unemployment, and if 
there is anything beyond the simple statement 
of facts which I will try to set forth, you 
might do a public service by expounding it. 

The community is in sore need of houses, 
clothes, food, railway facilities, and many oth¬ 
er things. The criminal classes who have been 
guilty of the nefarious act of saving up some 
money would like to provide these things (I 
myself would like to provide a few books), 
but the wages of labor forced up during the 
war make it impossible to provide the things 
with reasonable safety, not to speak of profit. 
The trade* unions are straining every nerve to 
prevent wages coming back to a point where 
labor can be generally employed, and as long 
as this state of affairs prevails unemployment 
will prevail. 

If there’s anything more in the situation, pray 
let us have it.

Over 40 Years of Selling 

Albert D. McMullen, of the E. W. Leavens 
Company, died at his home in Brooklyn on 
September 7th. He was born in Brooklyn, 
November 17th, 1865, and was educated in 
the public schools of that city. While still 
a boy, he obtained a position with R. Worth¬ 
ington, with whom he remained upwards of 
•ten years. While with Worthington, he be¬ 
gan to travel, his maiden trip taking him to 
Canada. Afterwards he took in also the 
Southern States. In 1883, he followed his 
friend and mentor, John Hovendon, into the 
United States Book Company and its auxili¬ 
ary branch, the Hovendon Company. After 
these companies went out of business, “Al” 
became representative of David McKay and 
the Rodgers Company of Philadelphia, with 
headquarters in New York City. In 1892, he 
joined the H. M. Caldwell Company of Bos¬ 
ton, of which he became Vice President and 
Director. With this house he continued rela¬ 
tions for more than twenty years and until 
its list was taken over by the Dodge Pub¬ 
lishing Company in 1915. He traveled for 
the Dodge house until 1919, and for the past 
two years has handled the E. M. Leavens 
Company line in many of the important cities 
thruout the United States. “Al” McMullen 
from his earliest years on the road was one 
of the most popular salesmen in the trade. 
His boundless good nature, ready wit and 
friendly sympathy won for him many close 
friends who will long remember and deeply 
regret the passing of a notable figure in the 
trade for more than a generation. He is sur¬ 
vived by his wife and a son.

Express Saving Again

Editor , Publishers' Weekly: 

The article in the issue of July 9th, and the 
follow-up article of August 6th regarding the 
returning of imperfect books by express col¬ 
lect from the dealer to the publisher touches 
a point which is of very great interest to the 
libraries as well as book dealers. 

However, in considering this subject it is 
very well to take into consideration the fact 
that the publishers and jobbers themselves are 
among the greatest offenders. This library is 
constantly in receipt of packages from the 
largest publishers and jobbers in the United 
States for which we have to pay the full price 
on account of negligence of the shipping de¬ 
partments, and I have the word of the buyers 
of some of the large bookstores of this city that 
during the Christmas holidays they have had 
to charge back to publishers and jobbers 
amounts ranging from $20 to $25 at a time. 
These are not isolated instances but every day 
occurrences, and it would seem that the whole¬ 
salers and publishers should at least be free 
from blame before they too strongly condemn 
the retailers. This library has been forced to 
prepare labels bearing the statement “Books 
valued not over $10.00” and enclose in every 
order in an effort to overcome this excess 
charge.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


T HE August number of The Biblio con¬ 
tains a check list of the first editions of 
Mark Twain with bibliographical notes. 

The Atlantic Monthly Press will publish 
next month “A Visit from St. Nicholas" by 
Bliss Perry with typographical treatment' by 
Bruce Rogers. 

Chatto and Windus announce a reprint of 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s “Moral Emblems 
and Other Poems" with nineteen wood cut 
designs by R. L. S. and an introduction by 
Lloyd Osbourne. 

The first collected edition of Swinburne 
was in eleven volumes; a new edition with 
much new material in sixteen volumes edited 
by Edmund Gosse and Thomas J. Wise has 
just been announced. 

“The First Ten Cantos of the Inferno of 
Dante Alighieri," translated by Thomas W. 
Parsons and published in Boston in 1843 is 
said to be the first separate publication of 
any American translation of the great Italian 
poet. 

“A Discourse Preached by Rev. Samuel 
Cheney Damon on Abraham Lincoln" in the 
Seaman’s Chapel, Honolulu, Hawaii, May 14, 
1865, and published in The Friend, June 1, 
1865, has been reprinted in an octavo pamph¬ 
let of 13 pages by William M. Clemens, 
Pompton Lakes, N. J. 

The forty-volume edition of the works of 
Gabriele d’Annunzio will be divided into 
four sections: poems; novels and short 
stories; plays; miscellaneous prose which 
will include critical articles, speeches, war 
proclamations, etc. The publishers are con¬ 
sidering adding a fifth section devoted to 
fragments and sketches never finished. 

Among the latest publications of the Ric- 
cardi Press of London is “The Roadmender" 
by Michael Fairless, limited to 1,000 copies. 
This beautiful octavo volume is printed from 
Riccardi type, on hand-made paper with the 
Riccardi water mark and bound in Michalet 
gray boards. The publications of this press 
take high rank in current book making. 

In a letter written by the late William 
Dean Howells, which recently passed through 
the auction room, he says: “I much prefer 
to read Bret Harte in the small volumes as 
they first appeared; they seem to bring me 
closer to the author.” And yet Mr. Howells 
thanked heaven that he was not a collector 
of first editions. 

Arthur Symons in a recent article “On 
American Poets" says that “In the few un¬ 
equal poems of Poe we have the only es¬ 


sentials of poetry which have yet come from 
America.” Again he says: “I have always 
had an inevitable hatred of Longfellow." 
Well, this hatred seems to extend to pretty 
nearly everything American and there does 
not seem to be much love lost, for Symons 
has never made much of an appeal to either 
American readers or collectors. 

In 1800 there were twenty-eight bookshops 
in this city, ten of which were on Pearl 
Street and four on Maiden Lane. Where 
the building of J. P. Morgan & Co. now 
stands, corner of Wall and Broad Streets, 
was one of the popular bookstores of the 
city kept by John Furman. T. & J. Swords, 
99 Pearl Street, imported extensively from 
abroad Even at that day a large part of 
the trade in books was with out-of-town 
customers. 

The literary treasures of Adolph Lewisohn, 
who gave the Stadium to the City College, 
have been described at length in the New 
York Times. His library contains many 
early manuscripts,- Books of Hours, incuna¬ 
bula, early English literature, curious and 
rare editions of the Bible, rare Americana, 
first editions of Victorian authors, auto¬ 
graph letters and manuscripts. His gems in¬ 
clude the Four Folios of Shakespeare.' Near¬ 
ly all of the great sales for a quarter of 
a century are more or less represented. 

t 

Attention has frequently been called to the 
great advance which Kelmscott Press pub¬ 
lications have been making in the last four 
or five years. The publications of the Doves 
Press are making a record almost as re¬ 
markable. In 1915 the English Bible, in five 
folio volumes bound in limp vellum, was 
bringing from £8 to £10 in England and sell¬ 
ing for $50 in the auction rooms here. In 
the current catalog of Bernard Quaritch a 
copy is listed at £42; a copy was recently 
sold in this city for $250 which is about 
what it would cost to import the Quaritch 
copy as it was published within twenty years 
and still subject to a tariff duty. 

Among the books which the present in¬ 
terest in Dante has brought to light is a 
copy of “La Divina Commedia," Livorno, 
1817, originally owned by the poet Byron, the 
fly leaf of which is occupied with the fol¬ 
lowing note in Bvron’s handwriting. “Ra¬ 
venna, June 12th, 1819. This edition in three 
volumes of ‘La Divina Commedia’ I placed 
with my own hands upon the tomb of D_ante 
in this city at the hour of four in the after¬ 
noon, June 12th, 1819. Having thus brought 
the thoughts of Alighieri once more in con¬ 
tact with his ashes—I shall regard this work 
not with higher veneration but with greater 
affection—as something like ‘a Copy from 
the Author.”’ 
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When the “Census of Fifteenth Century 
Books Owned in America” was prepared by 
the Bibliographical Society in America and 
printed by the New York Public Library, 
Harvard University Library had 1,213 lots 
and 48 seconds which were retained for one 
reason or another. Since then there have 
been numerous accessions and Harvard Uni¬ 
versity Notes contains a list of accessions 
made during the last two years. It was 
necessary to revise this list while it was in 
the hands of the printer and there are thirty- 
two more items that have been added since 
the list was printed. Twelve of these are 
not registered as being in any American 
library. The interest in early printing at 
Harvard is largely attributed to the estab¬ 
lishment of a course “In the Printed Book” 
and as the university collection now contains 
1,474 titles some good work may be expected 
from those who have had the benefits of this 
course. 

The Byron controversy, beginning a hundred 
years ago, which was kept alive for the first 
half-century by Byron and his friends and 
given new life by the disclosures of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe fifty years ago and added 
bitterness by the publication of the privately 
printed volume “Astarte” .in 1905, in which 
Lord Lovelace, the grandson of Lord and 
Lady Byron, defended the memory of his 
grandmother at his grandfather’s expense, 
seems at last to have come to an end. The 
publication of the newly revised and aug¬ 
mented edition of “Astarte” by Lady Love¬ 
lace, which has been offered for general 
sale, does not seem to have drawn the fire 
of the partisans of Lord Byron, if such are 
now living. Even Blackwood’s Magazine , 
once an extreme partisan of Lord Byron, in 
a short review of “Astarte” closes with the 
following paragraph: “In brief we can best 
show our interest in Lord Byron by reading 
again ‘Child Harold’ and ‘Don Juan’ and of 
leaving the gossip of partisans >to the oblivion 
which it deserves.” • 

Among the unexplainable things is the 
complete failure of some authors to under¬ 
stand the collector and his affection for his 
books. Frederic Harrison says that “col¬ 
lecting rare books and forgotten authors is 
perhaps of all collecting mania the most 
foolish in our day.” Maurice Hewlett finds 
it difficult to express his contempt for the 
collecting fraternity. He recently thinned 
out his library and sold several tons of 
superfluous books and used the occasion to 
get his usual tirade into print. Another 
author not less distinguished sold a portion 
of his library a short time ago and tore out 
the presentation inscriptions, among them 
those of Tennyson, Swinburne, Meredith and 
Kipling, and then had the audacity to berate 
the bookseller for his low offer. When told 
that the books that he had practically de¬ 
stroyed, so far as their value was concerned, 
were worth more than all of the books he 
was selling he confessed “that the ways of 
collectors are past understanding.”

Bogner, Sussex, which claims to be the 
oldest private press in England, having been 
founded in 1899, has just acquired the hand- 
press upon which William Morris printed his 
“Kelmscott Chaucer.” 


M UCH amusement has been caused by a 
clerical error on the part of the income tax 
authorities, writes John o’ London in the 
New York Times. They have addressed a 
letter to “John Gay, Esq.,” Lyric Theatre, 
Hammersmith, demanding from him a state¬ 
ment of his author’s fees in respect of “The 
Beggar’s Opera,” which has had a wonderful 
revival in London 200 years after it was Writ¬ 
ten. A literary paper points out that Gay’s 
epitaph in Westminster Abbey reads: 

“Life is a jest, and all things show it, 

I thought so once, and now I know it.” 


L EATHER for flexible bindings was so 
little obtainable during war times that its 
prices soared even more than the prices of 
other elements in book manufacture, but re¬ 
ports for the last six months show that there 
has been some adjustment of the levels, and 
the flexible leather sets are likely to be nearer 
the old basis. Houghton Mifflin Company has 
sent out a bulletin announcing its series at 
$2.50 a volume, instead of $3. The extent to 
which this type of book-making has grown is 
shown by the totals in this bulletin, which in¬ 
dicate that Houghton Mifflin alone has nearly 
150 volumes, of which it keeps stocks in the 
leather shape. This includes 10 standard sets 
and a large number of single volumes. This 
new price is the same level as the several 
Doubleday sets. The Scribner Stevenson, also 
widely stocked, is 2.35.
